JCA^Pofcl Tne' ? report then went on to mention the XATPOL school 
at Budof ok-Haraa , which participants attended -for a period of 
six months, training as police, a sente and journalists. At 
the end of the course the participants became officers of 
the Hungarian Army, but remained in civilian clothes and were 
sent abroad under cover of journalists. Up to the date of 
the report roppoaedly 16O-1B0 individuals had attended 
school. cWed as such journalists in Vienna were galataa^ftfrT 
and Thaamfc&glSZj who bad been billeted at the Imperial Hotel 
(sic) end were working as 2ATP0L- agents. They were accredited 
as journalists of the TOB and as per international agreement 
were allowed to travel without restriction in the Western 
Zones of Austria. 

8. As can be quickly noted, the two reports are essen- 
tially the same. Slnoe much of It ie bellved to b® unlikely, 
it is quite possible that tha source is in each instance the 
same. For instance, there I© no record of a Col. Endre 
3ZQBLOTBSI, nor of either AH I and SZASZ other than the above.
